TJSIB COMMITTEES AND SUBCOMMITTEES 


The committees of the United States Intelligence Board and their 
respective subcommittees have been established by the Director of 
Central Intelligence, with the advice and concurrence of the Board, 
in accordance with directives and procedures prescribed by the National 
Security Council. Collectively, the committees and subcommittees 
provide the basic mechanism by which and through which the foreign 
intelligence activities of the various agencies engaged therein arc 
coordinated and correlated to achieve overall national objectives. The 
coordination and correlation functions of those committees include 
aspects of intelligence production, intelligence collection, and certain 
support activities. Many of the committees are concerned with a 
definite and specified subject area In which, by NSC or other directive, 
responsibility or interest is shared by several agencies. 


The work of the committees is subject to review by the DCI, the 
Board, and by the committees themselves. In addition, the committee 
structure as a whole is reviewed periodically by the Deputy to the DCI 
for National Intelligence Programs Evaluation. It is Intended to continue 
the existing committees and subcommittees listed below during the 
coming year, subject to the results of continuing and periodic reviews 
indicated above.

Defense on the needs for 
intelligence resources to support the US foreign intelligence effort. 

The Board's functions include evaluating the responsiveness of projects, 
activities and operations to requirements and priorities established by 
USIB and making recommendations on the most appropriate allocations 
of resources to meet the needs of policy-level Intelligence consumers. 

To support its work, the Board is also engaged In a number of develop- 
ment efforts in resource data and capabilities, la methods of evaluation 
and in .determining consumer needs. Tho Board is expected to play an 
important rote in reviews of major Intelligence programs, particularly 
la cross -program considerations and resource cost-effectiveness studies. 



Arab-Israeli Ad Hoc Working Group

It is recommended that 
this committee he continued. 


f. IB ecutive Committee of the U.S. Board on Geographic Names 

The Board on Geographic Names was established by Public 
Law 242, (1917), to serve as the authority within the government for 
determining and standardising domestic and foreign geographic names. 
Under the direction of the Board, the Executive Committee acts for 
the Board in administrative and management matters, and reviews 
and approves the work of the three advisory committees of the Board. 
The Executive Committee is indispensable to the efficient management 
of the Board’s overall responsibility and it is recommended that if be 
continued.
